"Salty has hogged the Job for 
seven years— longer than any other 
speaker in the last hundred years — 
in order to keep politically alive be- 
cause he didn't dare to run for high- 
er office while tlie Democrats were 
cleaning up every state office in 
sight," Grant asserted. "Maybe Lev- 
erett thinks the job should be put I 
under civil service." ' 

Saltonstall, he said, is useless in 
the House, doing nothing but bang 
the gavel and send .out letters to 
members' constituencies, telling 
them how regular their solon has 
been at roll calls. 

"Saltys" besetting weakness," said 
Grant, "is in taking himself too se- 
riously. This is fatal, for there nev- 
er was a politician who took himself 
-seriously who didn't turn out to be 
a prize clown In the eyes of the pub- 
lic. Nobody with half a brain in his 
head thinks Gov. Curley lias designs 
on 'Saltys' job and 'Salty' doesn't 
think so, either." 

Grant attributed this plot charge 
of the speaker to the fact that he 
wants sympathy, because he has 
learned that Caspar Griswold Bacon 
and "Highpockets" Parkman are 
seriously in the field for the Repub- 
lican nomination for governor, which 
"Salty," according to Grant, thought 
was to be handed to him witliiout 
opposition. Parkman U called "the 
big hatch-and-plot man of the Re- 
publican party" In Grant's classifi- 
cation of Republican leaders. 

Grant says Parkman will not go 
into the Republican pre-primary 
convention, but will go into the 
election fight for governor as an in- j 
dependent. He says Saltonstall i 
"made a terrible mistake" in send- | 
ing out questionnaires to 400 pres- 
ent and former members of the leg- 
islature early this summer asking if 
they thought he would make a good 
candidate. 

"A very large wajpri^y of them" 
said Grant, "I have learned without 
the use of a dlctaplione, not being 
obliged to sign their names, b I; 
merely to say yes or no, mailed back 
an emphatic 'no' and 'Salty' was in- 
genious enough to let so many peo- 
ple know about it that before long 
the knowledge became ^o-neral." 

If Saltonstall shoulc. bi3 the pre- 
primary choice of his pa'/ty, "Park- 
man expects to grab the nomination 
right out of his hand," said Grant,

CAN'T USE PHONOGRAPHS TO LURE DUCKS 
Washington, AP — There will be no phonographs in duck blinds this fall 
if the Biological Survey can prevent it. The newest wrinkle devised by 
ingenious sportsme nto bring ducks to their shooting hideouts was dis- 
cussed by J. N. Darling, chief of the suvery. Under the 1938 regula- 
tions (jo'eming shooting live decoys are forbidden. Such prohibition 
failed to deter some midwcbtcrn hunters with ample funds, however. 
Sound recording machines were dispatched to marshes and other areas 
where thousands of ducl^ congregated. They collected the massed calls 
of hundreds of ducks and the feeding and "highball" calls of individuals, 
the latter being the signal of a duck on the ground or water to its com- 
panions in flight. Biolo.^ical Survey agents discovered thousands of rec- 
ords made have been sold and that the market for portable phonographs 
had improved tremendously in certain localities. Darling, ruled, however, 
that the playing of such records in duck blinds would be a violation of 
the regulations and therefore would make the users subject to punish- 
ment. The regulations forbid the use "directly or indirectly" of live decoys

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APlanned Scarcity Except in Taxes and Power 



Among press comments upon the current 
rise in the price of foodstuffs and Increase 
in the cost of living which falls relatively 
heavier on wage earners and poorer class''s 
than on the well-to-do. we note the follow- 
ing: 
V A prize of a million dollars ought to be 
given to the genius who thought of the 
•'planned scarcity" Idea— if It can be learned 
what asylum he la In. The Idea is worth 
money to the nation— as an example of 
what not to do. That is, it is worth money 
to us It we know enough not to repeat the 
same blunder In future. 
Whoever he may be, unfortunately for the 
country, he is in no asylum. Probably he 
was once or may be now a near-economist In 
some college or university, perhaps Coiimi- 
bla or Cornell. He was not and is not the 
President who, however, cheerfully, spon- 
sored him. 

The President was doubtless Justified la 
the opinion that it would be hazardous. II 
' not fatal, to depend on the advice of Demo- 
' cratlc leaders as to policy. He could de- 
pend on Mr. Farley to Identify and multiply 
deserving Democrats but policy was a differ- 
ent thing. Hence, as an allcrnative he early 
put his policy in the hands of college pro- 
fessors, beginning with Professor Moley who 
was alleged to be able to keep his feet on 
the ground but running the gamut of Inept 
ness all the way down lo Professor Felix 
Frankfurter. 

Somewhere along the line was originated 
the policy of planned scarcity, which was 
accepted by the President soon after his good 
work in the first month of his Admlnlstra- 
Uon. He began to express it in a purpose 
to raise prices ,lo the level of 1926. though 
llie national Income was then about one- 
half of what it was In that Coolldge year. 

\Vc agree that the policy of making people 
with only one-half the mon,ey pay twice as 
much for what they bought should have 
arisen In an Institution for the deranged or 
feeble minded, But It didnt. We agree 
Ihat this planned scarcity was Just the thing 
that should not have been done but tliey have 
tried lo do It. We agree that the originator 
might be entitled to a prize of a million 
ilollars. but with the Imperative proviso that 
\vc know enough not lo keep It up or repeal 
It in some luckless era of the future.

"^ Having adopted the idea, the President spon- 

sored various costly ways of doing the wrong 
thing. To raise industrial prices through in- 
creased costs of production NBA was devised 
About 5000 people were added to the Federal 
payroll to adminster it from Washington, and 
the code authorities were expensive for in- 
dustries and for business generally. The re- 
sult was more taxation on business which 
eventually found that it couldn't sell its good* 
to people who had less money than when 
such costs of production and of prices were 
justified by national income. 

To raise the urices of agricultural pro- 
ducts by "planned scarcity' .\AA was devised. 
For a time farm prices failed to rise much 
and some farmers claimed that the processing 
taxes were being taken out of them rather 
than from industrial workers and general con^ 
sumers. This called for something more and 
a Cornell professor came to the rescue with 
the old device of the dynastic rascals of the 
Middle Ages who clipped their coins. So the 
President devaluated the dollar a little over 
40 per cent. 

In theory farm pri.-es and, In fact, ail prices 
should have bounced upward 40 per cent 
because the money In the hands of the 
people would be worth 40 per cent les^ in 
commodities. Just how far the theory has 
worked It is Impossible to say. Conclusions 
would require a difficult analysis of the rea- 
sons why prices have risen much faster than 
national Income and thus fostered the policy 
of scarcity by reducing consumption and pro- 
duction without much reduction of unemploy- 
ment. 

In any case the drouth came along to 
boost farm prices and Invite imports of food- 
stuffs over the tariff. Many farmers have 
been receiving bounties from processing taxes 
and like them but in the process domestic 
consumption of their products has been re- 
duced and their foreign markets lost. The 
policy also glutted the markets for other 
farm products. Land taken from wheat, cot- 
ton, tobacco or coi-n was planted lo potatoes. 
Naturally this policy of planned scarcity led 
lo the Potato act. with provisions for fines or

one incongruity In this policy Is that 
while in recent years the price of other com- ^

electricity to the public has been reduced 20 
per cent per kilowatt hour in the average for 
the country. ^ i 

Electric service has been extended by new 
devices -the result of private initiative and 
inventive genius for home use and '"gely o 
the farms. Yet the Administration con nds 
that these private public utiUlies are y'lians . 
though they have been giving the pub ic the , 
benefit of lower prices, while the Administra- 
tion as a part of its policy has been raismg 
them on all other commodities and also in- 
creasing taxes. 

The greatest incongruity is that the price 
of electricity to the average consumer is a 
relatively small factor in his cost of living 
though the Government Is raising the prices , 
of foodstuffs and increasing the burden of 
taxes to increase the cost of living and be- 
ing governed. The average household con- 
sumer pays far more a year for the pork 
he eats, due to the policy of planned scarcity. 
than he pays in the same period for lights, 
refrigeration and cooking. 

The processing taxes on cotton, textiles and 
meats cost him more than the electricity, to 
say nothing about other taxes that are in- 
creased by the policy of spending billions 
of money for work relief, some of It In com- 
petition with private Industry and so deter- 
mental to new jobs for the idle. 

Yet the Government by increasing prices 
and taxes on the consumer and homeowner 
claims to be a benefactor, while private util- 
ities which have reduced prices Instead of 
raising them and thereby extended service 
to the consuming public, are called a vicious 

device. 

The Administration tries to make people 
believe this and apparently It believes it can 
hide its own great exactions on consumers 
nnd taxpayers by spending public money to 
make alleged "yardsticks."

Assails SaUonstall 
Grant was paiticularly funny, in his 
way, during his talk, assailing Speaker 
Leverett Saitonstail, and referring to 
that scion ot a family that landed on 
the shores of Massachusetts bay bayk 
in 16.12, as "Salty." 

"Satty's" tirade against Curley at 
the annual gathering ot Congressman 
.Mien T. Trcadway last week, which 
labor commissioner DeWitt C. DeWolf 
once referred to as "the fast of 
Belshaiizar" as the longest tirade 
aaglnst his excellency in the last two 
days. He made cynical references to 
Saitonstall's declaration that Curley 
had a plot to oust him as speaker at 
the beginning of the next legislative 
ses.sion. 

"Salty" has hogged the Job for seven 
years — longer than any other speaker 
in the last hundred years— in order to 
keep politically alive because he didn't 
dare to run for higher office while the 
Democratia were cleaning up every 
state office in sight," Grant asserted.

In the section where he lives and 
practices he Is the object of gener- 
al affection and admiration, and 
this district is a large one, consist- 
ing of the towns of Hudson, Marl- 
boro.

I nicition declared that Dr Armstrong 
i is respected in his community and 
' that "he has made- amends for any 
mistakes he has made." Dist Attv 
Bishop added that he had "great od- 
miretion" for Armstrong's conduct 
since committing the error, which 
has been "practically forgotten in the 
community where he .<^pent his life." 
Miss Ray wrote that she has the 
'' greatest respect for Dr Armstrong

"Although even those opposed to 
him recognize bis ability and his 
worth, the argument has been ad- 
vanced that his value as a witness 
would be impaired by the fact that 
his two mistakes could be used 
against him to impeach his credibil- 
ity. That argument is not tenable. 
The Legislature about 1915, humanely 
recognizing that men can come out 
of institutions and become fine citi- 
zens, limited the use of records of 
convictions for misdemeanors for that 
purpose to a period of five years. 
This period in Dr Armstrong's case 
will be up early in the coming year. 
"As chairman of the Board of 
Parole I came in touch with him 
and recognized his worth.

"The rating of an applicant on 
business experience and fatness will 
be determined upon consideration of | 
his statement of experience in his , 
application and of other evidence— | 
confirmatory, supplementary or cor- [ 
rective— secured through a careful 
Investigation by the civil service 
commission. 

"The careful supplementary in- 
vestigation of each applicant by the 
civil service commission covers two 
purposes, namely: first, full inquiry 
as to his suitability ancl fitness foi 
the office by reason of his charac- 
ter and personal characteristics; and 
second, careful Inquiry, of persons 
best qualified to know, as to his 
ability, business qualifications, and 
experience, and success in business 
or other employment." • 

Rating of Candidates 
Tn the rating of the candidates, 
education and training will have a 
weight of 20 points and busines.s ex- 
perience and fitness of 80. For offices 
In the salary group to which the lo- 
cal office belongs, each applicant 
must show that for at least three 
years he has been engaged in an 
occupation in which "he has demon- 
strated ability to organize, to direct 
and to manage business affairs to the 
extent required of a postmaster of 
the postofilce for which he i.s an ap- 
plicant," while it must al.so be shown 
that the applicant "has demon- 
strated ability to meet and deal with 
the public satlsfartnrilv " 



To' be eligible, applicants must be 
citizens of the United States, in good 
physical condition and must actually 
reside within the delivery of the of- 
fice tor which the application is 
madrt and must have so resided for 
at least one year preceding the date 
of the clase of applications. The 
i latter requirement was the reason 
' why today, the name of Jerry P. 
Wall, former head of the Wall-Kel- 
ler-McKee company, later national 
code administrator for the men's 
necliwear industry and now a mem- 
i ber of the New York staff of the Ar- 
Inold Print Works, had dlsappear- 
I ed from the list of possible can- 
Ididates. Mr. Wall has often been 
I mentioned as a possible strong con- 
tender for the post but he removed 
to New York a couple of years ago 
and Is not now registered as a voter 
here.

Local Polish residents today 
were observing Casimir Pulaski 
Day In memory of the Polish no- 
bleman wlio aided George Wash- 
ington during the American Revo- 
lution. 

Pulaski dod 156 years ago to- 
day. 

The day was set aside by Gov. 
James M, Cux.ley by executive 
proclamation. 

"In the darkest day of the 
struggle for liberty and self-gov- 
ernment, when even the leaders of 
the people doubted the outcome of 
the struggle with Britain, the 
most powerful nation of the time, 
Caslmir Pulaski offered his serv- 
I i c e s to Washington without 
I thought of personal profit," Oct. 
I Curley wrote. 

"Deprived by fate of the 
j privilege of devoting himself to 
the liberties of his native Poland, 
Count Pulaski offered himself and 
his material resources that liberty 
might find a home in the new 
land in the West. 

"His military talents were of 
inestimable value to Gen. Wash- 
ington in forming the Continental 
Line. Given the rank of briga- 
dier-general, Pulaski engaged 
with de.sperate courage in many 
conflicts of that trying time and 
finally sacrificed his life on the 
altar of liberty in a struggle far 
from his beloved Poland. 

"It is well that we. the citizens 
of today, who enjoy the blessings 
of liberty under a representative 
government, should call to mind 
the sacrifices and sufferings of 
those men who earned for us the 
inestimable privileges that are 
ours as a free people, to the end 
that we may preserve these 
blessings for ourselves and our 
descendants."

'^Endowing Massachusetts

In these days when the costs of the slate 
,0 ernment swell and the resources of .axpayers 
shrink, the problem of new or Increased tax*- 
io becomes more difficuU and. of course 
poliUcally Obnoxious. This may '-- -««-', 
to stale officials a few years ago thai It wou , 
be nice if the people would endow the UU 
government. For years they have been givln. 
and bequeathing lo churches, colleges and un - 
versities in the Slate large sums to promo n 
religion or higher education. So why shoul 
Ihey not change Iheir habils to endowment o 
the slate government so thai its expenses could 
continue to swell and the payroll to increas-? 

So a commission was authorized lo reoelv^ 
and hold a bequest fund which apparently dvi 
not swell along with slate expenditures. Thus 
In 1930. as v^e r-^oail, the law was amen lei 
authorizing the advertising of the invitation lo 
endow the slate government. According lo Ih* 
itemized state expenditures from 1930-34 in- 
clusive a total of »97,800 has been spent .n 
advertising the fact that the slate government 
I would like to be endowed. 

We are not aware of any public stalemenl 
indicaling whether any money has been con- 
tributed or bequeathed to the Slate, and fh.- ^ 
Inference may easily be that the bequests, if j 
any, are falling behind the costs of inviting them. , 
which costs therefore fail with others on th.; 
luckless taxpayers. Apparently with the purpose 
of giving the fund a greater pull on the emo- ' 
tlonal natures of cItlzenB of the Common- 
weallh, the Income of such a fund. If and 
when it reached $&00,000. would by more re- 
1 cent laws be devoted lo old age pensions for mc.i 
I over sixly-fivc and women over sixty. 

The above will explain why. when the people 
ot the Slate receive their Income tax bills .inl 
when, as now, they are receiving their bills tor 
an extra 10 per cent on taxes already paid for 
the year, Ihey find enclosed a leaflet annnuncinK 
the opporlunily created for them to make gifts 
and bequests lo a "slate controlled Public Be- 
quest Fund." These circulars partially explain 
why an average of about $20,000 a. year Is be- 
ing spent lo ask people lo endow the Slate. 



Along with the Invitation to contribute or fa"**- 
queath is an Invitation also to escape taxation. 
It Is emphasized that a conlrlbulion to the fund 
can be deducted from Federal Income tax re- 
turns and that bequests are exempt from Massa- 
chusetts Inheritance and estate taxes. Elthef 
this statement Is Incomplete or contributions H. 
the stale fund are not exempt from stale In- 
come taxes nor are bequests exempted fron, 
Federal estate taxes. Possibly the more acute 
financial problem of the state under Govejcanr 
CubU* should suggest a stronger appeal for 
escape from both Federal and State taxes. 

Bui even if the State built up an endowment 
with these and other advertised inducemenls, 
it seems lo be a .question whether the Stat.i 
would get off any beller or as well. If peopL' 
do not make the contributions or bequests, th.- 
State may be able to tax them 6 per cent oo 
the income from money withheld (and this yea- | 
10 per cent on top of that) whereas. If the pco- ■ 
pie did escape taxation by gifing Iheir money lo 
the fund, the Slate mlght/e lucky If It had an , 
I Income of 4 per cent on the fund. , 

I Hence, even If some day the fund should ■ 
1 exceed the total of money annually spent to 
! advertise the Invitation, it would be a ques- 
/ tlon whether the slate govcrnmenl would not 
gel less money from the income of the funrl 
I than It would have received had It taxed It In 
i the hands of the individual holders.

'Rather Than Fan-Fare 

Editor of The News: Since it Is 
very evident that the other two can- 
didates, both Republican and Dem- 
ocrat, are conducting most exclusive 
little parties of their own and that 
one In particular achieves monstrous 
newspaper attention, I feel called 
upon to expres.5 myself once more 
before the Grand Finale, Though 
apparently I am not visible to the

Republican and Democrat I can 
champion good offered i both sides 
offer some good, both offer some 
evil) and instigate good myself with- 
out any machine saying that I am a 
traitor because I Just will not be 
shoved along in the grove designated 
to me.

In these days wiien the costs of Hie state 
government swell <»n'd the resources of taxpayers 
shrink, the problem of new or increased tax:i- 
lion becomes more, difficult and, of course, 
polilically obnoxious. This may have suggested 
to state officials a few years ago tliat it would 
be nice if tlic people would endow the slate 
government. For years they have been giving ; 
and bcquoatliing In churches, colleges and unl- 
v( isilies in the State large sums lo promoU; 
tclifiion or higlier education. So why shout. I 
Ihey not cltange their habits lo endowment of 
the state government so thai. Its expenses could 
continue lo swoli and the p.'iyroll to increase? 

So A commission was aulliorizeri to receiv2 
and hold a beiiuest fund wliicli apparently did 
not swell alon.t; with stale e.vpeiidituics. Tims 
in 1«30, as we recall, the law was amenJcJ 
autliorl«lng «|ie »dverlising of llie invilatioh to 
endow the slate government. According lo Ihrf 
ilemized stale exiieridiluros from 1 930-3 i i'l- 
. Iiisivp, a total of .«yT.SOO has been spent .n 
advertising Hie fact that the stale government 
would like to be enilov\cd. 

We »r« nul aware of any public stalPmenl 
iiidicallnjf^wliellier any money hag been con- 
tilbutcd or bequeathed lo the Stale, and the 
inference may r.'isily be that the boiiuesis, if 
any, are f.^liing beliind the costs of inviting then' 
which costs therefore fall with others on tho 
luckless taxpayers, .\pparently with the purpose 
of giving the fund a greater pull on Hie emo- 
tional natures of citiMns of the Common- 
wealth, llic income of such a fund, if and 
wtien it reached *r)00,000, would by more re- 
cent laws be devoled lo old ago pensions for me.i 
over sixty-five and women over sixty. 

The above will explain why, .vlien the people 
ot the Slate receive their income tax bills anl 
wlicn, as now, they are receiving their bills for 
an extra to per cent on tavi's already paid for 
Ihe year, Ihey find enclosed a leaflet aunouncinii 
the opportunity created for Hiem lo make *Wl» 
and bequests to a "stale controtled Public Be- 
quest Fund."' Tliese circulars partially explain 
why an average of about $'20, 000 a year is be- 
ing spent lo ask people lo endow the Stale. 
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Along Willi dm invilation to conlrlbiitc or be 
quealh is an invilalion also lo escape taxalioii. 
II is crii|)hasizefl IMcil a (■•,-"' "''nilion to the fwil 
tan be rlcduu'lril from Kciipiai .flconie (ax ri'- 
liirns and tliat bociiiesls arc exempt f''om Masaa- 
ciiuseiis inlterilance anil eslate iaxes. Eiliie'' 
tills statciiient is IhcompletR or conlribiilions !» 
the stale fiinJ are not exempt from slale in- 
come taxes nor are bequests exempted ffOi, 
I Federal eslale taxes. Possibly the more aoiile 
financial prolilem of the stale under . ■U .o)','''.rn.P'' , 
i tU»f'J«j(» should susgesl a stronser appealfor 
escape from bolli Federal and Slalo taxes. 

But even if llie Slate built up an endowrneii: 
with these and other advertised inducements 
it seems lo be a question vvlielhcr the Slat-, 
.would get off any belter or as well. If peopl.' 
rip not make the conlribulions or bequests. Ih.' 
Stale may be able lo lax lliem (> per cent on 
the income from money witlilielfl (and this yea' 
10 per cent on lop of that)" whereas, if the peo- 
ple did escape taxation by giving their money lo 
the fund, the Stale might be lucky if it had an 
income of i per cent on the fund. 

Hence, even if some day llie fund should 
exceed the total of money annually spent l,i 
advertise the invitation, it would be a que* 
lion whelhcr llie slate government would not 
get less money from tlie income of ihe fun I 
tlian it would have received had it taxed it In 
the hands of the individual holders. 

Thus, aside from llie question of the publi'.' 
ethics of » Slate calling for endowment ma." 
be the queslion whether any money so given o; 
bequeathed to the Stale to escape taxation might 
not require heinier taxes on those wlio did noi 
H'Tppt the Invilation. In fad, there seems lo 
he little to show that anyone who gave money 
lo the Slale would not pay more taxes mi 
wlial he had left or thai nn\one bequenthinJ 
it to the Stale would not make, his heirs It,.' 
\ii'lims of ini-reased taxation. 

Bui, perhaps, there need be lilllc preseni 
concern Tor there" is as >ct no avail.ible evi 
diMiee thai the bequest fund is swelling so far 
as to offset tlic annual expense of advertising 
it. We have llie stale law but really along will 
llie circulars of invilalion tliern should be i 
statement of how the fund stands. 

That might help, feopie as a rule do no; 
like to throw their money Into a blind hole even 
lo escape taxation. They do not need to. Ther; 
are loo many ways of escaping taxes wiii'c 
-it Ihe same time holding on lo the money. Thl.s 
lan be done by investing In slate or municipal 
bonds or In the tremendously long line of t,\.\ 
exempt obligalions that the Roosevelt Admin-

Pointing out that under Massa- 
chusetts law, any citizen had the 
right to petition the Legislature, 
Mr. Prescott suggested that only 
emergency legislation be admitted 
during the second se.ssion of each 
Legislature.

the benetUs of the annual sessions 
would not be lost. 

Senator Charles A. P. McAiee. 
Haverhill, disputed with frequency 
the contention of proponents that 
the issue before the Legislature 
was whether the voter should be 
given the opportunity to ballot on 
hiennia! sessions. He insisted 
throughout that this was not the 
i.ssue, but rather that it wa,? whe- 
ther the legislators considered th* 
change itself advisable. 
I Mr, Mahoncy, in his opening 
speech, recalled that he had ap- 
peared before the commission at 
I its first hearing in Boston .as a 
I representative of the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Taxpayers As- 
sociations. He brought out that at 
that session some IS taxpayen^ 
associations of Eastern Massachu- 
setts were represented and that .in 
initiative petition for a referendum 
had been signed by 30,000' citizens 
of the state. 

"Tossed Around" 
At the last session of the Legis- 
lature, he said, this was "tossed 
around" after the required vote had 
been obtained, and the matter was 
referred to the special commission 
for study. 

"The movemenl," he said, "is in 
part one for economy, hut it also is 
for better government and for slow- 
ing down the high-geared Legisla- 
ture. All hut five states in the 
country now have biennial ses- 
sions. ' Alabama has one only 
every four years. No slate 
which hag abandoned annual ses- 
sions has gone bad? to them. I do 
not contend that because of this we 
should have biennial sessions but 
it is some ground for it. 

"This subject has been before 
the Legislature the past 12 or 13 
years. The demand among the 
citizens for biennial sessions has 
increased steadily and culminated 
this year in the ponderous peti- 
tion that wag filed with the Legis- 
lature. 

"If the Legislature had done any- 
thing to shorten Its sessions and 
cut expenses, the present demand 
would not have gained such head- 
way.

IPSWICH. Oct 10-The retroactive 
tax of 10 percent on the taxpayers of 
the state was decried by Senator 
Henry Parkman Jr today at a meet- 
ing of the Women's Republican Club 
of Ipswich, He charged that a policy 
of extravagance by the Curley Ad- 
ministration made the tax necessary.

But Mr. Curley designated that 
the bond issue would be financed 
from the gasoline tax. Hence, the 
motorist will pay for the sidewalks. 
Not that the motorist objects to 
paying for anything to keep the 
pedestrian out of the road. Side- 
walks will relieve the driver some- 
what of a heavy liability, since the 
state holds the driver responsible 
for accidents in which the pedestrian 
Is involved, even in many cases of 
pedestrian negligence. 

The chief difHculty always has 
been to prove that the pedestrian 
was negligent. With sidewalks along 
the highways the pedestrian hazard 
is lessened, some of the burden of 
I responsibility for road safety Is 
j lifted from the motorist and the 
comforts of motoring duly enhanced. 
I Hence, the motorist, even though he 
' pays for the sidewalks today 
matches smile? with the pedestrian. 
Forestall Misuse 
The motorists, however, see one 
danger. Having watched the State 
in its zeal for traffic regulation in- 
stall automatic lights at street In- 
tersections where only one car 
crossed the main line of traffic in 
five minutes, motor groups hope to 
forestall similar misuse of motorists' 
money in the building of sidewalks 
where conditions do not reqolre 
them. 

Simplicity is the design for the 
new sidewalks. They will be narrow 
in some places and wide in others to 
fit traffic requirements. Only one 
side of the state roads will be side- 
walked. In some spots, the pedes- 
trian paths win be curbed by stones 
I set up on end, adding a rustic touch 
rather than a citified aspect to the 
landscape.

Within the next two years, high- 
way officials believe it is quite pos- 
sible that at least one-half of the 
state's 1852 miles of state highways 
will be equipped with sidewalks. 

To prevent the building of new 
highways without sidewalks, a 
movement is being launched by 
motor groups to have sidewalks be- 
come a componeot part of aU high- 
way construction, the costs to be 
figured into the general contract for 
road building.

His Democratic affections 
are certain to be alienated by any 
move to oust him. 

Curley May Say — Halt 
The Democrats might lose his vot- 
ing services for the year. Governor 
Curley, eager to retain every vote, 
may order his henchmen to let 
Senator Moran alone. 

Furthermore, some Democrats are 
perfectly willing to have Senator 
Moran as president. These senators 
might split the Democratic vote suf- 
ficiently to permit a regular Repub- 
lican to seize the rostrum. 

A Republican victory in the Sec- 
ond Essex district also may precipi- 
tate a flght for the president's chair. 
Republican senators resent Senator 
Moran's acceptance of the presi- 
dency from the Democrats. By re- 
A\ining the Second Essex seat as 
Republican, they might be able to 
depose Senator Moran. 

G. O. P. More Alert 
Meanwhile, there are .some indica- 
tions that McSweeney will defeat 
Birmingham, despite the bond issues j 
work allotted to the di.strict by the J 
Curley forces and notwithstanding 
the stern Democratic campaign. The 
Repubhcans have abandoned the 
apathv which characterized their 
movements during the primary 
fight.

cial election is scheduled there. 

In the Tenth Middlesex District, 
the primary will be held on Oct. 15 
and the election Oct. 29. The dates 
for the Worcester primary and elec- 
tion are Nov, 12 and Nov. 26, respec- 
tively. 

These elections offer the Republi- 
cans an opportunity to increase 
their strength in the House. The 
Seventeenth ' Worcester District Is 
stanchly Republican and it will be 
a distinct upset if a Democrat Is 
returned. 

Another G.O.P. Opportunity 

Despite the fact that Representa- 
tive Sheridan is a Democrat, the 
Tenth Middlesex Is ordinarily Re- 
publican.

Sheridan, a popular man in the 
district, rode into office on the Demo- 
cratic landslide. And, according to 
some onlookers, the Democrats have 
no candidate of his ability to stack 
up against the Republicans.

Fin Com— Repair Job 
At Tunnel Called Illegal 

Unrelenting In Its attacks upon 
Mayor Mansncld, the Boston 
Finance Commission today issued 
another blast— its twentieth this 
year. The report, given newspaper- 
men at noon, charges tliat a con- i 
tract was erroneously issued for ] 
$1100 worth of repair work at the ' 
East Bo.ston entrance to Sumner \ 
Tunnel. 

The Commission makes three ' 
allegations: i 

1. That the contract was Issued 
In violation of the bookkeeping 
system installed by the city auditor 
to keep track of such business. 

2. That it was in violation of the 
charier provision that works costing 
more than $1000 should be adver- 
tised. 

3. That the usual precautions to 
protect the city from loss or unsatis- 
factory work (through iwnds and 
Insurance) were neglected. 

The contract, the Finance Com- 
mission says, was given to B. P. 
Hanrahan of East Boston, and work 
wa.s started three days before the 
Improvements were even authorized 
by the City Council. Authorization 
was voted on September 9. The work 
involves setting edge stone and lay- 
ing .some granite-block paving. 

The Finance Commission charges, 
that the work was given to a politi- 



cal favorite, and that the Mayor had 
dodged explanations behind a screen 
of counter charges that the Finance 
Commission was a tool of Governor 
Curley. 

Govern or Ciitj ey and the Mayor 
exchanged verbal shots last month 
over allegations growing out of pre- 
vious Finance Commission reports. 

Reply— Carver Tells 
Whys of the Tunnel Job 

Mayor Mansfield's reply to the 
Finance Commission was imme- 
diately forthcoming. Although he 
had remained at home today to rest, 
he .sent reporters a copy of a letter 
which he said he had received from 

Christopher J. Carven, Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. 

In this letter Mr. Carven took all 
responsibility for the order, saying 
that It was routine work, and he 
wished to have the tunnel entrance 
repaired before the large racing 
trafBc passed through. 

He denied any violation of city 
laws because he said the paving 
would cost less than $1000 (he esti- 
mated $750). In the letter Mr. Car- 
ven admitted that the Mayor had 
previously refused to allow a $1200 
contract for the same Job to be 
signed until It had been adver- 
tised.

I Tuesday, William H. McSweeney, 
: Salem, Republican nominee for the 
{ vacant Senate seat, charged last 
night at the "hlehlight" rally in his 
campaign in Beverly, held at Bris- 
coe school hall under the auspices 
of the local Republican City Com- 
mittee and at which Representative 
i Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., former 
I Mayor Herman A. MacDonald and 
: Attorney Abraham Glovsky were 
also speakers. 

Tlic votes of those listed as irn- 
emplcyed were "Ixjught," declared 
McSweeney, by Jobs, assigned last 
Monday night, chiefly by the means 
of cards left at the men's houses. 
ITiose cards, McSweeney pointed 
out, on one side bore the names, 
addresses and Instructions for jf».> 
porting for work, while the revusB 
«iae «.rrled a picture of the Demo- 
cratic nominee and a printed state- 
ment telling the Job recipient to 
vote for John O. Birmingham for 
State Senator. 



' Although there were many re- 
poite circulating tliroughout this 
city all week that the "Birming- 
ham Job" cards were handed out 
on Monday, such secrecy cloaked the 
fact, that it could not be definitely 
proved until yesterday, when sev 
eral definite checks were obtained 
by McSweeney through his support- 
ers. The majority of those who re- 
ceived the vote-getting jobs were 
registered Republicans, it is known, 
At least one man is known to have 
been cqptacted personally by one cA 
Bu-mingham's supporters and In- 
formed that he could be one of the 
first in the State to report for work 
under GoveruQjjCjutoy's "work-and 
-wage" program, but was emphatic- 
ally told to this effect: "remember 
John C. Birmingham got you this 
Job; ho be sure to vote for him next 
Tuesday." 

Card-holders here tonight and 
within reach of my words, and you 
know what I mean, the men whO: 
have been debauched for political' 
gain of others, I ask your special 
attention, "McSweeney startled his 
audience by saying, after which an 
undertone of whispers spread across 
the hall. 

$43,000 For Birmingham 
"There has been a $43,000 jnflu?^ 
of money, belonging to the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, into 
this second JB^ex district to buy 
this Senatorial office. In your city 
over 200 men were put to work this 
week. They have been forced to 
abandon their right to vote as they 
think is right. Those cards, In cas^ 
any of you do not know it, had the 
name and address and Instructions 
for when and where to report for 
work, appearing on the back side ol 
John Birmingham's campaign cards, 
Birmingham had $43,000 placed at 
his disposal, to be expended on 
labor. You can see what kind of a 
campaign I have to fight. I am to 
fight It under the stipulated Umlt of 
$1,000." 

Earlier in his address, the Jle- 
publican nominee sharply replied to 
the allegations and statements made; 
by Rich?' O. Grant, Governor 
Curley's i tctary. Among other 
things he referred to Grant's claimi 
that Senator Henry Parkman, Jr., 
of Boston had paid $2000 of his 
campaign expenses and "that be- 
cavise of that I signed oft to Park- 
man." 

"That is another of the Demo- 
cratic lies which are being circu- 
lated," stated McSweeney. "I have 
liad no expense of mine paid by 
others for 35 years, during which I 
have been fortunate enough to have 
been engaged In law practice and 



have received generous returns from 
a large cllentel. I have never had 
financial assistance from any indi- 
vidual or individuals. I do believe, 
however, that a legitimate part of 
campaign expenses should be borne 
by the party. No individual expense 
of mine will ever be begnidged by 
you." 

Before concluding his attack on 
the "Birmingham job" cards, Mc 
Sweeney declared emphatically, "I 
raise my voice in protest against this 
debauchery of the poorer of you. 
Tills will give some light on the 
methods employed in the Demo- 
cratic campaign during crucial con- 
ditions such as this we are now 
facing. If you thmk I am telling 
a falsehood, I can firmly assure you 
that all I have said is the plain!

He continued with another ex- ;

As I was about to 
hall him, a man standing across the 
street shouted to my friend, 'Come 
over here.' I knew what was going 
to happen. 

" 'Do you want to work?* my 
friend was asked. Of course he want- 
ed to work; It was misery for him to | 
be KtrugKllng along as he had been I 
doing. "Well, take this card and j 
vote against McSweeney. You can 
report for work tomorrow morning.' 
"That man will come here and 
tell you this story as he told It to 
me. He replied "No," meaning he got 
no job. He Is the fathe^ of four 
children, one of whom is crippled by 
that horrible disease, Infantile par- 
alysis. He had a desparate decision 
to make, and he made as a man. He 
win want no more In poverty. It has 
been removed. That family will re- 
joice that I was the candidate of 
your party for the Massachusetts 
Senate.

! Since it is very evident that the 
other two candidates, both Republi- 
can and Democrat, are conducting 
most exclusive little parties of their 
own and that one in particular 
achieves monstrou.s newspaper at- 
tention, I feel called upon to ex- 
press myself oace before the grand 
finale. 



Though apparently I am not vis- 
ible to the naked eye of some, I 
hope to prove an eyeopener to those 
same on the 15th of October. 

My rallies vary decidedly from the 
fan fare of my rivals who are so 
desperately conscious of me that In 
desperation they ignore me. Almost 
every day I Interview in various 
I homes of one or the other of thfe 
four towns about fifty or sixty ppo- 
|ple, which would be a moderate 
1 sized rally, and each day they arc 
all different people. My opponents' 
rallies average one-third the same 
people each time. And these are 
the plain, honest to goodness facta 
that I tell them, minus all melO' 
drama, and which, if open contest 
with my opponents were not denied 
me I would like to repeat there 
"I became Independent several yean 
ago, not to form a new party, but 
to be free of the trickery of the po- 
litical machine, and to be able to 
fight for universal prqtectlon, foi 
the two parties spend' half their 
jtlme and strength and our money 
I fighting over the party name and 
good legislation is often lost be- 
cause when one side Introduces It 
the other on the ' principle of the 
thing proceeds to destroy it. 

Elected Independent by vote of In- 
dependent, Republican and Demo- 
crat I can champion the good ofifered 
(both sides offer some good, both 
offer some evil) and instigate good 
myself without any machine saying 
that I am a traitor because I just 
will not be shoved along in the 
groove designated to me." I remind 
them that the Independent Is not 
on the Primary ballot but that I 
needed 707 signatures to get on the 
election ballot and the other two 
only needed 70 signatures to get mi 
the Primary ballot. Then I turn to 
my opponents. 

"They are both lawyers, of which 
about two thirds of the present leg- 
islature consists. Then why don't 
we have better laws? Manifestly 
because the lawyer must have a few 
loop holes in a law for the escape 
of his criminal client. But ns It 
happens we need laws to protect us 
as securely as possible from the 
deeds of the criminal dass. 

"Certainly we have never had two 
clients more fist In glove with the 
machine, for out of Boston loom five 
Senators to tell the Republicans of 
the second Senatorial District how 
to vote, (at least so the newspapers 
twice declared) and likewise out of 
Boston emerge Curley representa- 
tives to admoni-sinne Democrats.

field. Representative Joseph N. 
I Roach, who served in the Legislature 
for 13 years; Thomas F. Roache. pui)- 
licity director for the Curley club and 
local real estate dealer; Michael J. 
; Monahan, boiler maker, and treasurer 
of the Curley club, who is a close per- 
sonal friend of Go v, Cu rley; Atty. Wil- 
liam F. BarringtofT'^sociate justice 
of the local court; Humplirey J, 
Coughlin, former city treasurer; P. 
Harry Caden. real estate and insurance 
Ijroker; and former Representative 
James T. W«>lch are al.so among those 
mentioned i.s .seeking the place. 
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Everyone by now fbonid know the 
importance of next Tuesday's spe- 
cial election of a State Senator from 
this second Essex district. 

The case has been presented com- 
pletely—either the voters of this 
district don't care what happens to 
the State in which they live and will 
elect the Democratic candidate to 
give Governor Curley his supreme 
dictatorship, or they^l vote to save 
the Commonwcath of Massachusetts 
by electing the Republican candi- 
date. 

This election Is of a peculiar na- 
ture in that it as an issue has actu- 
ally been placed ahead of the per- 
sonalities in the contest, Both men, : 
William H. McSweeney, Republican, 
of Salem, and John C. Birmingham, 
Democrat, of Beverly, have an un- 
usually large number of sincere, 
personal friends.

On rare occasions, when the 
offense or whatever the story may 
be about Is not too serious and even- 
tually will be of minor Importance, 
that request is granted, but It Is 
a rule of all newspapers that the 
news of one and all shall be printed 
regardless of any personal feelings 
th the matter on the part of any- 
cme connected with that pap«r. 

Next Tuesday's election, strange 
as it may seem, is one of tho.se "rare, 
occasions" in politics. Control of the i 
State Senate is at stake. That might , 
not be so Important except for the I 
fact that Governor Curley already' 
holds an Iron hand over the House 
of Representatives and the Execu- 
tive Council. If his candidate Is 
successful, he will have all of the I 
reins right where he wants them In I 
that Iron hand, which would become 
what today is commonly known as 
a dictatorship. 

Few will deny that that Is not 
what we, as citizens of a constitu- 
tionally-founded free state, want to 
have in Massachusetts. Almost ev- 
erybody is familiar with the perse- 
cuted existence the people of Loul- 
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slana have had under the late Huey 
Long's all-power machine. Life has 
been anything but "free," as it 
should be, down there. If Curley 
gets his desired control of the Sen- 
ate next Tuesday, It will be impos- 
sible to stop his redistrlctlng plan, 
which would make Massachusetts a 
sure-fire Democratic state— with 
Beverly being tossed into an al- 
ready strong Republican district to 
make way for the Salem-Peabody 
second Essex district which would 
render Danvers and Marblehead, 
.nominally Republican, virtually pow- 
erless to have any say in who could 
represent them In the State Senate. 
It Is possible, of course, that the 
erstwhile second Essex district Re- 
publican stronghold no longer cares 
to be that— then the Democrat will 
be elected, and we can plod along, 
here in Beverly, as a tail-piece for 
the third Essex district by accepting 
Just about what the rest of the dis- 
trict wants us to.

CONFLICT — Although Premier 
Mussolini refuses to call it "war," 
the Italians and Ethiopians are 
fighting it out on the l&tter soil for 
the ownership of Abyssinia. 

Italy is now faced with much more 
opposition than it anticipated. Not 
only are the rugged Ethiopian 
mountains proving dangerous battle 
grounds, but Great Britain, France 
and all other influential countries 
in the League of Nations except 
Austria and Hungary and Albania 
are lined up to block II Duce in his 
proposed empire-building program 
before it gets too far. While the 
League nations and the United 
States have banned the selling of 
war materials to Italy, Mu.ssolini has 
taken control of war industries so 
that they will be worked to the lim- 
it and receive exactly what the gov- 
ernment wants to pay for what they 
produce. 

If anyone doubts there Is a real 
conflict, because Mussolini says 
there isn't, going on in Africa, he 
or she might compare the reports 
of bloodshed, bombardments and 
fighting which come dally from that 
continent and Europe with Web- 
ster's dictionary deHnltion of "war": 

"WAR— A contest between nations 
or states, carried on by force, wheth- 
er for defense, for revenging insults 
and redressing wrongs, for the ex- 
tension of commerce, for the acqui- 
sition of territory, for obtaining and 
establishing the superiority and do- 
minion of one over the other, or for 
any other purpose; armed conflict 
of sovereign powers; declared and 
open ho.stillties." 

To be sure, the Italo-Ethioplan 
war has never been "declarrd," 
neither was Japan's invasion and 
capture of Manchuria "declared" ac- 
complished by "war." It's a strange 
world, with many strange things 
coming up daily-but to deny that 
there is war in Africa between Ethi- 



opia and Italy is one ol the strang- 
est of present day oddities. 

And we can all watch, from our 
neutral ground here in America, the 
war's events as they occur— it is in- 
deed probable that Italy will be bat- 
tling nations other than Ethiopia 
and other problems than economic 
or trade sanctions before Mussolini 
falls from his throne completely. 
* * > 

TODAY— Four hundred and forty- 
three years ago today that great 
Italian adventurer, Christopher Col- 
umbus, discovered the then unspoiled 
continent which has since become 
the United States of America. 

It is fitting In closing this Satur- 
day letter to pay tribute to the man 
to whom we are all Indebted. The 
couragcousness of Columbus will 
stand out in the history of this na- 
tion like none other's. He will al- 
ways be honored, in memory, on Oc- 
tober 12 of each year, as the man 
who brought this country into be- 
ing and started science and discov- 
ery toward new, endless fields. 

It's a shame that the present 
political battle overshadowed the 
memorial events here for Colum- 
bus; but that greatest of discoverers 
will be honored long after all of \is 
present-day Republicans, Demo- 
crats, or whatever we may be, are 
forgotten on this mortal habitation 
we are privileged to abide in for a 
few short years. 

On this day, especially. "Hats off 
tu Christopher Columbus!"
